This notification 
was followed in the afternoon by an 
edict appointing Yuan to supreme con- 
trol of all the army and navy forces, 
tantamount to a dictatorship over the 
military arm of the government. 
The suspicion which has been voiced 
by the press under the inspiration of 
the revolutionary propagandists that 
Yuan’s/remaining at his home indi- 
cated. doubt as to where his sympa- 
thies lay, is wholly unwarranted. 
The effect of Yuan's appointment 
is political rather than military. While 
it is undoubtedly of value in its effect 
upon the army, ite larger value lies in 
the possibility that it will prove a 
potent factor in keeping the political 
progressives throughout the Empire 
from joining the revolutionary move- 
ment.

WASHINGTON, Oct 27.—Unable 
to do much more than has been done 
toward maintaining a naval force in 
the upper reaches of the Chinese 
rivers because of the lack of light 
draft gunboats, Admiral Murdock.

Yuan Shi Kai, at whose instiga- 
tion negotiations between the govern- 
ment and insurrectionists are about 
to begin, is believed here to have 
been awaiting such @ concession on 
the part of the government before 
consenting to take active part in the 
campaign. His delay in- taking the 
field when directed by the throne 
to assume charge of the govern- 
ment's troops is thought to have 
been a move to force acceptance of 
his plans for bringing about peace. 
The view obtained here that Yuan,

IS CONSIDERED. 


SPEAKERS DISCUSS REASONS 
FOR YOUTHFUL LAGGING., 
Conference of Charities and Cor- 
rection in San Francisco Attributes 
Much of Evil to Fast Growing 
Habit of Divorce in California. 

Many Homes Lost.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 27.—ILEx- 
clusive Dispatch.] That the old-fash- 
ioned ‘American homie is rapidly dis- 
appearing in California through the 
agency of divorce and that 51 per 
cent. of the boys in the Preston School 
of Industry are the children of par- 
ents living apart was the declaration 
today of C. H. Dunton, superintendent 
of the school, one of the principal 
gpeakers at the Conference of Chari- 
ties and Corrections. 

Dunton declared that divorces 
should not be granted to parents 
with minor 2 and that they 
should be forced back to the prin- 
ciple of assuming responsibility for 
their children. He suggested separa- 
tions in cases of necessity. 

It being Juvenile Court day, the 
majority of the speakers spoke on 
the subject of yward children. 
Judge F. J. Murdsky of this city and 
Miss Beatrice McCall, assistant proba- 
tion officer of Alameda county, dis- 
cussed “What Do We Know About 
the Great Problem?” 

In telling why girls go astray, Judge 
Murasky said that the parents who 
neglect to guard the children from 
temptation: had much to answer for. 
Miss McCall said she was sorry to 
gay that a girl thief, forger or run- 
away was rarely chaste. 
“Our modern civilization,” she said 
“is such that the unprotected girl is 
considered an almost legitimate prey, 
and seldom if ever does her escapade 
end in anything but moral disaster.” 
More applications for children than 
could be filled by the Native Sons 
and Daughters’ Organization for the 
Relief of Homeless Children were re- 
ceived last year, according to a re- 
port presented by Mrs. Emma w. 
Lillie, secretary of the committee in 
charge. At the present time, a year 
after the work was started, Lil- 
lie said, there were 250 applications 
to be filled. Eighty children have 
placed in homes since ‘Septem- 


ber, 1910.

Turks and Arabs Slip Up on 
Attempted Ambush. 


Bloody Fighting Takes Place 
in Sudden Attack. 


Italian Troops in Tripoli Are

MALTA, Oct. 27.— Uncensored in- 
formation from Tripoli is to tae ef- 
fect that something in the nature of 
a panic has seized the city since it 
became known that a Mussulman 
force of 60,000 Turks and Arabs is 
threatening Tripoli. The force is well 
armed and provisioned. 

But for a premature attack by a 
party of Musselmans on last Monday 
the Italians would have been am- 
bushed, completely surrounded and 
few would have survived, so numeri- 
cally superior were the Turks and 
Arabs. In tne subsequent revolt, in 
the city, the Itallans suffered more 
than 180 casualties before they gained 
the ascendancy. ‘From forty to fifty 
Arabs are shot daily in the town. 
The Italians were taken completely 
by surprise, inasmuch as the ring- 
leaders in the revolt had been among 
the first to hail tne occupation of 
Tripoli by the Itallans. Arabs ap- 
peared on every balcony, terrace or 
vantage point, firing on passersby. 

It is said now that no forward move- 
ment will be made until the arrival 
of reinforcements. The fifteen thous- 
and Italian troops in the town are 
panic-stricken over the demonstration 
and the extent of the Mussulman 
forces.

Saved Bloodshed, 


A Socialist Administration 
Would Work Havoc. 


“The worst enemies of labor are 
the agitators, and I want to tell you 
that if the railroad men who left their 
jobs a few days ago had used half 
the money Which they have already 
spent for strike benefits in the build- 
ing of co-operative stores and in other 
co-operative work, the strikers would 
be much better off today.“ 

Opening his speech with this verbal 
bombshell, Mayor Alexander spoke 
for half an hour at 9:30 o'clock last 
night to an enthusiastic. audience of 
more than three hundred in Eagle 
Hall at San Pedro. He handled the 
labor-union question without gloves, 
telling the people exactly where he 
starids and what they may expect if 
they shall choose to elect as Mayor 
either Mushet, who stands in the 
middie of the foad on all questions, 
or Harriman, who for the sake of 
self-aggrandizement would sacrifice 
the industrial freedom and the pros- 
perity of Los Angeles. J 

“In the first place,” said the Mayor, 
“no city administration can make 
wages better, except, possibly, for the 
employees of the various city depart- 
ments. Wages is a matter of agree- 
ment between employer and employee. 
It is utterly unfair to drag the ques- 
tion of capital and labor inte this 
campaign. The worst enemies of 
labor are ethe agitators, who, idle 
themselves, thrive on the idleness of 
others, which they bring about. There 
has been a great deal of criticism 
on the anti-picket ordinance, but that 
ordinance has saved the city from 


riot, bloodshed and murder. Laborers 


themselves have shown their approval 
of this ordinance by doing all in their 
power during the late strike to pre- 


‘serve order and avoid violence. 


Violence is opposed to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, opposed to 
reason and to at moral law and al- 
ways defeats its own aim. it the 
people are dissatisfied with the anti- 
picket ordinance, which was passed 
by the County Superior Judge and by 
the Supreme Court Judge, they have 
in their hands the initiative, the 
referendum and the recall. They are 
at liberty to revoke the ordinance or 
to recall the entire administration. 
However, those who criticised the 
passage of the ordinance knew they 
were wrong.

HE STEEL TRUST. . 
While the cofammns of the morbid and 
muck-raking press are reeking with unjusti- . 
able attacks upon President Taft his ad- 
infinistrafion has efficiently pursued, and is 


| still pursuing, the trusts whose operations 


have been conducted in defiance of the Sher- 
man law. The first of the offenders that 
was forced to obey the law was the Stand- 
ard Oil Company. The Supreme Court was 
sharply criticised by the insurgent press be- 
cause, while it ordered the dissolution of the 
company, it based its decision upon the 
sround that the defendant was a corpora- 
tion that had violated both the spirit and 
the letter of the law, while the opponents 
of “Big Business” and Special Interests” 
desired the decision to be made upon the 
single ground that the corporation had been 
guilty of a technical violation of the stat- 
tte. This demand seemed to thinking men 
to be a species of intellectual skinning of 
fleas. The *orporation. was ‘ordered dis- 


ordered for substantial as well as technical 
reasons enhanced, rather than diminished, 
the value of the decision as a warning to 
other corporations that were disregarding 
the law. The decision in the Standard Off 
case as well as the decision in the tobacco 
case, which followed, does not seem to have 
affected the price of oll or of cigars, or the 
wages of those engaged in refining the one 
or making the other. The disjecta membra 
of the moribund corporations are conducting 
the oil business and the tobacco business 
in the same way at the same places. No-

“porations and, through Morgan, Corey, Con- 


verse and Baker, it is potentially represented 
in the directorate of 167 other corporations, 
including the principal railroad and steam- 


powerful concerns as the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, the International Har- 
vester Company, the Standard Oil Company 
and the Pullman Company. . 
The steel trust has a thousand millions 
of capital of its own and through its affilia- 
tions it influences three thousands of mil- 
lions more. It can build up the fortunes of 
its favorites and it can ruin the fortunes of 
any business man whom it may seek to de- 
stroy. It has been able to control legisla- 
tures and courts and public officers. It 
could control the value of stocks, the prices 
of commodities and the wages of labor from 
‘New York to St. Louis. N 
The mere possession of those powers is a 
menace to the public welfare, and it is full 
time to strike the scepter out of its blood- 
less grasp. For several months the steel 
trust has been seeking by every means in 
its power to avoid the fate of the oi] and 
tobacco trusts and to that end has been 
promising such reconstruction of its organ- 
‘jzatfon and its methods of business as would 
remove from it the reproach of violating the 
Sherman law. The Department of Justice 


has been patient with it and has awaited 


its promised action for months. But the 
administration has evidently become con- 
vinced that the steel trust is preparing by 
various devices not te comply with but to 
evade the Sherman law, and on Thursday 
last suit was commenced in the United 
States Circuit Court at Trenton, ¥. 2. to 
dissolve, not only the great metallic octo- 
pus, but thirty-six subsidiary corporations 
that are owned or controlled by the parent 
company. The complaint makes defendants 
not only of the corporations, but of Morgan, 
of Rockefeller, of Carnegie, of Schwab, of 
Frick, of Gruber, 6f James J. Hill and other 
Wall street magnates. | 
One of the prominent peints of assault 
upon the steel trust is its lease from the 
Great Northern Railway Company of about 
1,000,000,000 tons of iron ore in the Lake Su- 
perior country. This lease, with its owpner- 
ship of railroads running to the ore beds, 
gives it a monopoly of the available iron ore 
supply of the Northwest and enables it to 
exclude all competitors from the business of 
manufacturing steel and steel goods. It 
sought to prevent the suit instituted by the 
gavernment a pretended formal surren- 
der of this l But its action in this re- 
spec. was futile and did not serve to avert 
the suit, for, by the terms of the lease, no 
cancellation would be effective until Janu- 
ary 1, 1915, and for more than three years

The contest between the steel trust and 
the government may be protracted, but the 
octopus will in the end go into the discard 
along with the Standard Oi! and tobacco 
trusts and preceded by smaller trusts which 
will voluntarily disband and reorganize so 
as to do business in accordance with law.

THE STORY.
